We  learn  with  surprise  that  some  indi¬ 
viduals  in  our  town  who  are  assessed  for 
tanas,  am  objeotinfc  to  pay  that  which  is 
apporttoded  wader,  sod  according  to,  the 
Osslight  Lsiv.  The  number  of  such  It  is 
true,  is  small— About  80  out  of  1,000,  Ihe 
collector  says:  We  cannot  suppose  it  pos¬ 
sible  that  any  citissa  deliberately  intend- 
to  obstruct  the  faithful  execution  of  the 
lsW  by  the  proper  officer*.  But  It  seem*,

We  knew  it  when  we 
applied  fur  the  law  and  voted  our  assent  to 
its  provisions.  It  it  a  co *t  that  makes  ample 
ret  urns,  diffusing  its  blessings  widely  to  the 
enjoyment  and  comfort  of  the  poorest  as 
well  a*  the  affluent.  It  it  a  east  that,  more 
than  must  too  impositions,  it  distribssted  *■ 
qmt ally,  insuring  to  those  who  pay  moat 
i ho  largest  advantage.  No  one  will  daay 
that  it  enhances  the  value  ol  real  saute 
rnony  times  the  amount  of  the  tax.  Ir  it 
not  right  that  for  such  public,  general, 
manifest  benefits,  the  tax  should  be  rates 
Ido  according  to  the  oolite  of  the  property  I 
Hint  those  who  own  most  should  pay  maslt 
It  ita  toot,  as  well  as  a  benefit,  that  it  not 
dependant  upon  the  lehiau,  or  spleen  or  jeal¬ 
ousy  or  selfishness  of  other  individuals. 
The  law  in  response  to  our  petition,  has 
ordained  gas  for  our  town,  and  has,  with 
impartiality,  designated  tha  metliod  and 
principles  by  which  it  shall  be  provided, 
and  appointed  the  seven  eminent  represent 
tative  citizens— ;the  township  committee — 
with  the  assessor  and  collector,  ail  of  oar 
choosing,  to  carry  out  its  details. 

In  view  of  these  facta  we  again  repeat 
that  it  is  with  no  liula  surprise  that  we 
learn  of  the  collector's  repulses  in  certain 
quarters  wiien  presenting  the  tax  bdia. 
The  community  will  think  it  comas  with, 
ill  grace  fiom  uiep  of  large  properly  and 
having  hitherto  %  reputation  for  public 
spirit,  to  queation  principle*  so  well  estab¬ 
lished  as  those  respecting  the  powers  of  the 
legislature,  and  the  legality  of  taxation,  ©a 
the  invitation  of  tha  people  Uiemsel  ves  and 
toa  gitate  the  public,  mind  in  opposition  to 
law  so  just  end  beneficent  in  its  workings.

FALLACIES.  a  . 

There  is  nothing  easier  than  to  bn  mista¬ 
ken.  We  hnvt  been  so  often  convinced  Of 
our  swn  fallibility  that  we  have  learned1 
better  than  to  take  umbrage  at  others  who 
differ  from  us  ia  opinions,  however  marvel¬ 
ous  their  positions  may  seem  to  ns.  Bat 
yet  there  sre  some  thing*  which  ere  to 
plain  nod  clear  to  ourarivno,  sad  which. 
In-tide*,  are  *o  easily  de monat-ate-i,  a*  we 
think,  that  we  are  compelled  to  wonder  at 
the  dogmatic  asd  inconsistent  assumptions 
of  opponents. 

In  another  place  we  hare,  with  Intended 
fairness  alluded  to  the  character,  validity 
and  wisdom  of  the  gaslight  law.  But  there 
rare  some  or  nur  highly  respected  citizen* 
who,  while  they  profess  to  be  in  favor  df 
gas,  have  assumed  an  inimical  attitude  to¬ 
wards  the  present  gaslight  law,  and  exprem 
a  determination  to  oontest  its  validity  and 
t » seek  ita  repeal  or  alteration.  As  far  as 
they  sre  truly  In  favor  of  gas  illuminsUon 
we  of  course  agree  with  them,  but  the 
scheme  they  would  pro  poos  strikes  ut  the 
vesy  root  of  the  question,  end,  a*  we  will 
undertake  *to  show,  would  practically  de 
prire  of  us  any  general  gaa  illumination 
fur  our  village.  The  setts  me  of  ths  com- 
plainer*  is,  if  weuadeiwtaad  them,  1st,  to 
take  from  the  Town  Committee  ths  power 
of  determining  the  gat  districts,  and  o^ 
course  annul  or  abrogate  ths  present  desig¬ 
nated  district. 

2nd.  To  leave  the  question  of  gas  in  any 
street  to  be^deetded  by  thevuernera  of  prop 
'Tty  in  that  street,  a  numerical  majority  of 
ownors  being  competent  to  determine  fur 
or  against  it  If  in  foot  of  gas,  then  th«t 
street  Is  to  pay  for  It ;  if  against  it,  then  the 
owners  of  property  on  that  street  will  bars 
no  gas  tax  to  pay. 

It  is  very  e**y  to  show  the  utter  ineffi¬ 
ciency  of  this  plan.  The  difficulty  of  get- 
iog  a  majority  of  the  owners  to  agroe.  Some 
will  not  so*  the  neoeneity.  Others  cannot 
spare  the  money  this  year;  ptrhttpe  they 
will  next.  Others  won't  contest  uqlsM  a 
lamp  is  placed  before  their  own  houses. 
Others  will  non  content  unless  the  Hght  is 
kept  burning  ths  entire  night.  Other* 
w*uTt  because  the  principle  of  assessment , 
is  wrong.  These  are^only  n  few  of  tbs 
difficulties  that  would  arias. 

But  suppose  a  street  tiers  end  there 
should  decide  Tor  gaa.  Elm  street  for  in- 
Ht  tnrc,  and  Franklin  street  and  Midland 
Avenue,  and  the  streets  crossing  th**r 
dfonl.l  not.  The  lighting  won  Id  lie  only 
in  spots  and  of  no  value  or  credit  And 
such  would  certainly  l>e  the  cane. 

fid.  However,  ia  oaaeof  voting  for  gas. 
the  scheme  proposes  that  tha  owners  shall 
for  their  respective  parts  nut  according 
to  their  wealth,  mlt even  according  to  theii 
whole  real  estate,  but  oeee rdinp  to  t kmr 
froatrfe  oa  the  street  to  be  liphtod,  go 
iag  back  far  enough  to  Include  hour* 
■nd  i>*rn  In  which  Case  a  cltlxen  Uv 
leg  on  a  lighted  avenue  might  b*  worth 
h  df  a  million  sad  own  a  large  Sod  vslu- 
itble  farm  or  iiiartufsctorlag  ImJaes#  ia  tlir 
rear  of  hit  resilience  and  yet  pay  no  more  <  f 
the  cost  of  the  gas  lllumTnattop  for  hi* 
street  or  the  limn,  than  bis  neighbor  whose 
fruofaps  happens  to  be  a* great,  ba*  whom 
110,000  renidenoa,  all  ia  front,  and  utorv 
gsgvd  at  that,  is  all  ths  property  Its  owns.
